CANARIES 


When batches of Canaries are housed together it is usual 
to allow three hen birds to each cock bird. This prevents 
undue fighting and the birds will usually manage to raise 
a number of vigorous chicks each year. Fit healthy stock 
are quite hardy and can stand cold winters without addi- 
tional heat, providing they have dry and draught proof 
sleeping quarters. Fresh water must be supplied every 
day and birds have been known to have a bath, when they 
are given fresh water, even though the temperature is 
well low. The actual size of the pen or large cage 
depends on the number of birds that are to be housed in 
comfort. On no account should there be any attempt at 
Squeezing too many birds together. If so, the happy 
contented state of birds will be badly upset. 


Whether one has a single pet, a small pen or an aviary 
of Canaries they all need the same feeding arrangements. 
They must be provided with a good seed mixture of canary 
seed and sweet red rape as their diet, and you will 
keep fit and healthy birds. In addition to the stand- 
ard mixture of bird seed canaries will benefit period- 
ically having some mixed wild seeds, perhaps once a 
week. 


Suitable canary green foods - Shepherds Purse Seeds, 
Marram Grass Seed, Sowthistle, Plantain, Young 
Dandelion Leaves. 


When supplying the birds with greenstuffs, care should 
be taken to see that it is fresh and clean and not 
Fouled in any way. Wash well under running water and 
then partially dried before giving:it to the birds. 


Quite often people who are not very familiar with 
different colours and colour patterns of canaries think 
that when they see a green and yellow, or cinnamon and 
yellow canary, such birds are the result of crossing 
canaries with other birds. In most cases this 
assumption is incorrect and the bird in question is not 
just one of the veritable breeds but in fact a pure 
canary. However there are numerous birds that are 

bred each year from crossings of a canary and one of 
the finches, such as the Goldfinch, Linnet, Greenfinch 
or Bullfinch.
